A NEW AND PRACTICAL 
VIEW OF RESTRICTION. 


We have heard so often that re- 
striction is the proper form of treat. 


have come at last to believe it, and 
consideration We are 


nothing further—to be entirely con- 
tent with it, And now, after this 
concession to our Temperance friends 
“who are not fanatics,” we trust 
they will sit down smilingly with 
us to consider together the best form 
of restriction. We will turn these 


° . | 
fellows who are clamoring for Pro- | 


hibition out of doors, They would 
interrupt our conference, We will 
not consider them at all. We are 
moderate, sensible, practical men 
who believe in restricting a trathe 
which is attended with a good many 
evil results, 

Now, then, where shall we run 
the line of restriction? Let us con- 
sider that point. Shall we run the 
line between the men who can pay 
$500 cash down and those who can- 


° 


not, and say that the right of con- | 


ducting the business shall be restric- 
ted to the former? This plan com- 
mends itself to a great many prac- 
tical men, but it has its defeets. 
The truth is, that whether the seller 
pays $500 or $50 for his Teense 
seems to make no difference in the 
effects of the liquor sold, The evils 
are about the same as before, and 
as practical men we can hardly rest 
content with such a plan that does 
not reach the trouble. 

Then there is the plan of resrict- 
ing absolutely the number of licens- 
es. Shall we draw the line at, say, 
one saloon-keeper to every 500 of 
\« ppulation ? 
this plin also has its defects, This 
rednees the uurmber of men who sell, 
but the evils are on the other side 
of the bar, among those who buy, 
and their number does not seem to 


be redneed, nor the amonnt they | 


drink. = Instead, by reason of the 
greater segregation of drinkers, the 
amount of treating and drinking 
seems, if anything, to increase.

Close by there is a 
“Dark Spot uponthe Mersey,” where 
the people have been given over to 
the mercies of the liquor traftie by 
the provision of one hundred licensed 
houses on a narrow patch of land. 
“Here,” says Mr. Jin:s, “paiperisin 
may be said to be chr nie and here- 
ditary, Two-thirds of the cases for 
relief came from here, also applica- 
tions for school fees and for day 
industrial schools, Here arse the 
necessity for hospitals for infeeti- 
ous diseases so far as Toxteth is 
concerned, Here most of the ap- 
prehensions for drunkenness are 
made, Infants are suffocated, mur- 
ders are committed, and Saturday 
night is made hideous by brawling 
and rioting, giving employment to 
the stalf of the Southern Hospital 
in dressing wounds till the early 
hours of Sunday.” Yet this miser- 
able and pauperised district can SUp- 
port one hundred publie-houses, and 
probably spends £3,000 weekly on 
mmtoxicants, The publican thrives 
and the rest of the comunity sutfer, 
In the Prohibition district it is 
exactly the reverse, “Before Pro- 
lubition, the poor-rate has been as 
high as 2s. Gd, to 3s. in the pound 
since Prohibition has been in opera- 
tion, the rate has been 1s. to 10d. in 
the pound; By this partial Pro. 
hibition,” observes Mr, Jones, “the 
ratepayers of Toxteth are spared 
$20,000 to £30,000 in poor-rates 
alone !’— Voice.
